Fla., Sept. 20—(JP)—Winds 
up to 55 miles an hour raked the 
Florida keys tonight as a "mighty

hurricane

Western Cuba and aimed at the 
Florida east coast. 


The tropical storm with winds in 
the center over 100 mile^ an hour 
already has struck the 
Southern 
Cuban coastline. „ It was sweeping 
over the Marshlands of 
Western 
Cuba and buffeting Havana with 68 
mile an hour winds. 


In a bulletin issued at 5:30' p.m. 
fCST) the Weather Bureau located 
the sto::n about 40 to 50 miles south- 
east of the Cuban capital. It pre- 
dicted the hurricane would surge 
across the narrow island and pass 
into the Florida straits within the 
next two or three hours. 


It was expected to strike the 
greater Miami area about mid-mor- 
ning tomorrow. 


Winds were expected to increase 
through the keys and as far north 
as Miami during the night, reaching 
hurricane force in Miami early in 
the morning.

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UN NOW HAS A PSYCHIATRIST; 
HERE'S HOPING THEY USE HIM 


Well, the United Nations has hired a psychiatrist. 
Probably a good idea. In fact, after reading his first press 
interview after taking the job, we'd guess it is a very good 
idea. 


His name is Dr. Carl F. Sulzberger, and his proper 
title is psychiatric consultant. He says he aosen't think it is 
psychiatry's function to predict the right course in inter- 
national affairs. But he does believe that psychiatrists 
should be free to criticize the men who do make the inter- 
national decisions. 


"When all the high-falutin' and magical jargon of 
diplomacy is removed," he says, "you'll find the diplomats 
acting like a group of children, age 3 or 4, trying to break 
up one another's toys or squabbling to get closer to the ice 
cream dish, without a thought of one another." 


A lot of people who keep up with international nego- 
tiations will find that comparison unflatteringly apt. 
They're also likely to agree with the doctor when he says 
that although these diplomats may be enlightened men, 
they start acting childish over any question that involves 
many nations. He lays it to "emotional xenophobia," a fear 
and distrust of the unknown or the foreign. 


Dr. Sulzberger doesn't mention the Russian diplo- 
ids by name, but he must have had them in mind. Repre- 
entatives of other nations may not be blameless, but the 
Russians have a consistent record of aggressiveness, petti- 
ness and selfishness in international affairs that is as im- 
mature as it is dangerous. The Berlin blockade is an ex- 
cellent example of such infantilism. 


Dr. Sulzberger must have wondered, as many of us 
have, just what happened in the childhood and youth of, 
sav, Karl Marx. Nikolai Lenin. Adolf Hitler, Benito Mus- 
solini and Joseph Stalin that caused them to become what 
they did. For their thoughts and deeds did not develop in 
an emotionless vacuum. 


A more enlightened society is beginning to seek for 
the subconscious causes of crimes and mental ills, rather 
than simnly to punish or hospitalize the offenders and 
victims. But when crimes and delusions assume national 
proportions and stir up international troubles, we put 
them down to fate or acts of history. The fact that they 
may have started in some individual's thwarted childhood 
is overlooked. 


Some day psychiatry may be able to detect and check 
the emotional disturbances of childhood that produce dic- 
tators as well as thieves and murders. This will mean that 
there will have to be, as Dr. Sulzberger and others say 
there should be, psychiatrists as well as physicians and 
dentists in every children's health clinic. 


The day is far off. But at least the new UN psychia- 
trist thinks that humanity is not going to wipe itself out 
with atomic explosives, and he hopes that some day man 
will not have to fight an enemy, real or imaginary, in or- 
der to get along in the world. 


Meanwhile we wish Dr." Sulzberger luck in his deal- 
ings with the adult diplomats and secretariat. He sounds 
like a sensible person, and we hope his new patients won't 
hesitate to avail themselves of his assistance.

Turnbaugh released the follow- 
ing statement prepared by the As- 
sociated Credit Bureaus of Amer- 
ica: 


"Uncle Sam isn't worried about 
your small purchases, for the new 
regulation doesn't affect items that 
retail for less than $50. Only 12 kinds 
of consumers' durable goods are 
specifically named in the regula- 
tion. 


"Those of us who are on the pre- 
ferred list for a new car may have 
to dig into our savings more deeply 
than we had planned, for automo- 
biles will require a 33-1/3 percent 
down payment, beginning today. If 
the balance due on your car doesn't 
exceed $1,000, it must be paid off 
in 15 months. 


"If the balance is over $1,000, you 
can take 18 months to call it yours— 
but your payments must not be less 
than $70 per month. Incidentally, 
these maturity provisions apply to I 
all loans and merchandise. 


"Besides automobiles, the follow- 
ing articles are listed in the regula- 
itidn: Cooking stoves, dishwashers, 
ironers, refrigerators, washing ma- 
chines, combination units of these 
items, air conditioners (room unit), 
radio television and 
phonograph 
sets, sewing machines, suction clean- 
ers, and furniture and soft-surface 
floor coverings. All of these are sub- 
ject to a 20 per cent down payment 


"Actually, the new regulation is 
designed to require customers to do 
just what we've been preaching they 
should do for years—'Pay your ac- 
counts as agreed, but only what you 
can afford, and don't be fooled into 
thinking the ability to say charge it 
increases your ability to pay. Credit 
is no substitute for income."

Commissioner K. L. "Tug" "Wilson 
said the revised code's definition of 
compensation for athletes is stricter 
than the national collegiate athletic 
association's so-called "sanity cole." 


It requires athletes who receive 
unearned financial aid on the basis 
of need, not exceeding tuition and 
incidental fees, to rank in the upper 
half of their high school graduating 
classes or to maintain at least a "C" 
level as continuing students. 


Athletes receiving "superior schol- 
arship" financial aid, restricted to 
a maximum of $300 beyond tuition 
and incidental fees, must rank in the

one-fourth 
of 
their 
high 
school class or maintain a "B" av- 
erage as continuing students. 


The code also permits athletes to 
participate in special scholarships in 
which athletic ability is not a factor 
and which "may not demand the re
